ues. Prof. Giebel, of Halle, announces iu 
the new Prussian Gazette that, after investi 
gation of the stomachs of sparrows, he feels 
no doubt that the bird in question is an ex- 
tremely useful one, Out of tifty-three young 
eparrows which were examine between the 
isth of April aod the 24th of June, forty-six 
had eaten insects only, —— seven which 
bad eaten grain almost exclusively.

Our 
com pia pt now is, that our capital is sent out 
cf the State to seek iovestment ia thovw 
localities where the law grants it better pro- 
tection and remuneration. Capitalists are ia- 
different as to an alteration in the usury laws, 
while labor end the borrowing classes are 
clamorous for such a chauge as will preveot 
capital from belog sent to Chicago, Sc. Louis 
and other places where a conventioual race of 
interest obtains and where the creditor can 
recover his debt under a deed of trast, simply 
by publication. This State is being drained 
of its capital, and Illinois and Missouri are 
developing with an astonishing rapidity by 
this very capital. More tban one-third of 
the counties of Keutuac ky are paupers, simply 
for the want of the employment of the requl- 
site capital to develope their resources, and 
furnish them with « market for tucir abound- 
ing mineral wea th 

Kentucky is as stagnantasan Asiatic prov- 
ince almost, in comparison to her vigorvu, and 
energetic neighbors, and this is ve om yy 
an 
demagoquiem that cripples or drives away its 
capital, the true source of national strength 
end national advancement. Capital is the 
friend of labor, for without it or when hostile 
to it, the latter suffers. Ireland if 
an instance is point. There, a deadly 
eomity cxista between the wealthy man 
and his poor tenant, and the tenant 
starves or assassinates and emigrates. In 
England it is otherwise, and there is « mutaal 
helpfulness between them that makes the 
ae cca-girt isle, with a territory hardly so 
large as the State of Kentucky, one of the 
most powerful nations on earth.
